WIDOW, 60, ARRESTED 


Mrs. Steacy Accused of Tak- 
ing Money of York, Pa., 
Visiting Nurses.

NEW YORK, May 20.—Mrs. Jose- 


phine M. Steacy, 66-year-old widow 
of a York (Pa.) manufacturer, was 
turned over to authorities of that 
city today on a charge of embez- 
zling $42,876 from the Visiting 
Nurses’ Association of York. 

Mrs. Steacy, who was treasurer 
of the association, was arrested 
here yesterday and did not oppose 
extradition. 

Her husband died 25 years ago, 
Jeaving her $50,000.

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SENATE VOTES SALARY CUT 
FOR FECHNER, HEAD OF C CC 


Reduction From $12,000 to $10,000 
Moved by Clark, Who Com- 
plained of Director’s Speeches. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 20. — After 

adopting an amendment to cut the 

salary of Director Robert Fechner 
from $12,000 to $10,000 a year, the 

Senate today passed a bill to make 

the Civilian Conservation Corps 

permanent. The measure now goes 
back to the House, which voted to 
extend the corps for only two years. 

The Senate rejected the two-year 

limit. 

Senator Clark of Missouri intro- 
duced the amendment on Fechner’s 
salary. A similar reduction 
voted by the House. 


Fechner’s pay “in line with other 
Government salaries.” 

Asserting that he intended no re- 
flection on the director’s ability, he 
contended a $12,000 salary was “ex- 
cessive,” being more than is_ re- 
ceived by the Chief of Staff of the 
Army, the head of the R F C and 
Securities Commission and Social 
Security officials. 

Clark charged yesterday that 
Fechner and Harry Hopkins, WPA 
Administrator, had “too much time 
to make radio talks about legisla- 
tion which is none of their busi- 
ness.” There was “no possible rea- 
son” for their broadcasts, he as-

KING GEORGE REVIEWS 
FLEET AT PORTSMOUTH 


Queen Elizabeth and 11-Year- 
Old Princess Also Witness 
Gala Spectacle.

from 140 British and 17 foreign war- 
ships today as he inspected the 
Empire’s navy while a vast throng 
of spectators looked on. 

The newly crowned sailor-King, 
aboard the royar yacht Victoria and 
Albert, entered lanes of flag-be- 


decked warships for the brilliant 
two-hour coronation review. 

Princess Elizabeth, 11 years old, 
stood on the bridge of the yacht 
with the King and Queen Elizabeth. 
The Duke and Duchess of Kent also 
saw the display of naval power. 

The King, who 21 years ago was 
a sub-lieutenant on one of the war- 
ships in the Battle of Jutland, to- 
day surveyed the fleet as its sov- 
ereign. 

Ships of the Mediterranean and 
home fleets, with the foreign guest 
vessels and about 140 sightseeers’ 
craft were drawn up herringbone 
fashion to flank nine long lanes 
through which the royal yacht 
passed, 

The Duke of Kent was present 
as personal aide-de-camp of the 
King. The little princess, Eliza- 
beth, heiress presumptive to the 
throne, was there because she had 
never before been to sea and had 
persuaded her parents it was time 
she learned something of yachts 
and navies. , 

The Princess was the first ci the 
royal party to arise on the review- 
ing yacht which they boarded yes- 
terday. She immediately climbed 
to the bridge for her first sight of 
the spectacte. 

The 27,000-ton United States bat- 
tleship New York headed the line 
of foreign ships. Only Italy had 
declined to,be represented among 
the foreign craft. 

Largest among the foreign war- 
‘ships was the old Argentine battle- 
ship Moreno, 27,940 tons. Most 
modern was the French battleship 
Dunkerque, anchored next to the 
New York. 

Japan was represented by the 
10,000-ton cruiser, Asigara; Russia 
by the battlehip Marat; Germany 
by the “pocket battleship” Admiral 
Graf Spee.

OHIO MURDERER EXECUTED 
AFTER HE TRIES TO END LIFE 


Cuts One Arm With Razor Blade 
But Wound Is Dressed and 
He Is Electrocuted. 


Kotowicz, 22 years old, who fatally 
shot Clement L. Mikolajczky in an 
attempted holdup in Toledo, was 
executed in the electric chair here 
last night, three hours after he 
tried to commit suicide by cutting 
an arm with a piece of razor blade. 

The wound was d¢ressed and 
Kotowicz was executed. Among 
those in the death chamber was 
the Rev. C. J. Yeager, his parish 
priest who fainted after’ the 
electrocution. 

Kotowicz was the first person to 
be electrocuted in Ohio this year.

George L. Berry ic counted as a 
100 per cent Roosevelt supporter. 
Pride in Being Non-Committal. 
The non-committal Senators, who 
have taken pride in their reticence 
on the most stirring topic of the 
time, give a variety of reasons for 
their silence. Some say that they 
think the plan will be dropped be- 
fore a vote can be taken or that 
the White House will offer a com- 
promise; others say they want to 
listen to the Senate debate, al- 
though every phase of the question 
has been discussed since it was pre- 
sented in February; and still others 
confidentially tell their friends that 
the political situation in their state 
makes it the part of wisdom to 
keep silent. At least three of the 
group have told their intimates that 
they will be against any change in 
the court if the Supreme Court up- 
holds the Social Security Act, thus 
implying that if the act is -held un- 
constitutional by a divided court, 
they will be willing to support the 
President or a compromise pro- 


Five Tactical Blunders. 

The President’s reputation as a 
master politician has suffered by 
the handling or mishandling of the 
court issues. Even the opposition 
Senators concede their prospects 
would have been almost hopeless if 
the President and his aids had not 
made five major blunders. 

These tactical errors, according 
to the Senators in both camps 
were: (1) The President’s refusal 
to consult Senate and House lead- 
ers before plumping the plan on the 
country and Congress; (2) His im- 
plied argument that the court was 
overburdened and not up with its 
docket, which gave the opposition, 
including the court itself, an’ op- 
portunity to show the contrary; (3) 
His failure to keep in touch with 
his lieutenants while on his fishing 
holiday off the Gulf Coast; (4) His 
announcement of “no compromise” 
when he returned from this trip, 
and (5) The affronts to Senators 
McCarran and O’Mahoney by Post- 
master-General-Democratic Nation- 
al Chairman Farley.

He Thought ‘‘Thud” 
Was Caused by Break 
in Landing Rope. 


TAIL SANK RAPIDLY, 
THEN SHIP CRASHED 


Dramatic Story of Escape 


From Control Car Told | 


by Companion of Capt. 
Lehmann, Who Died. 


By the Associated Press. 
LAKEHURST, N. J., May 20. — 
Capt. Anton Wittemann, one of the 
Graf Zeppelin’s commanders, who 
went on the Hindenburg’s last voy- 
age as an observer, described to- 
day how unaware were those in the 
control car of the first moments 


of disaster. 

The explosion which accompanied 
the outbreak of the destructive fire 
May 6 sounded like a “dull thud” 
in the control car where all hands 


were intent on landing maneuvers, 
he testified) The “thud” sounded 
as if a landing rope had parted, he 
said. 

The witness, tight-lipped, and 
wearing thick glasses, gave the De- 
partment of Commerce investigat- 
ing Board its first broad picture of 
what happened in the control car 
when disaster struck. 

A veteran of 27 years of airship 
work and with a record of 1,000,000 
miles on the Graf Zeppelin, Capt. 
Wittemann was with Capt. Ernest 
Lehmann at the time of the explo- 
sion aft. Lehmann, former skipper 
of the Hindenburg, died of burns. 

Dull Detonation, 

About four mimutes after the 
landing ropes were dropped, Witte- 
mann said, he heard a dull detona- 
tion. 

“When I heard the dull thud, I 
did not think of anything in the 
ship, but that the port rope had 
parted. I said so but got a reply 
quickly that, no, it did not part.” 

“What now follows happened in 
the epeed of seconds. 

“The rear of the ship sank down 
rapidly and somebody shouted in 
the control cabin: ‘Fire’!” 

“I looked up and saw bright fire. 
The front end of the ship inclined 
upward and the whole ship sank 
down rapidly. The control car hit 
the ground and the framework 
(above) collapsed burning over the 
car. 

“There was complete quiet in the 
control car. 

“It' was my opinion that it was 
high time to get out. I was in the 
middle of the control room behind 
Capt. Lehmann. I saw him step 
out through the starboard window 
in front. I followed but could not 
emerge so quickly because the win- 
dow was collapsing. 


Their Escape Cut Off. 


“I saw Lehmann, Pruss (Capt. 
Max Pruss) and Sammt (the chief 
officer) run toward the starboard. 
I was intent on following but I 
saw how behind them flames and 
framework crashed to the ground 
and their escape was cut off. It 
was no use to run into the fire so 
I looked for another escape. I 
went back to the control car and 
dropped to the ground and ran, I 
was hardly bothered by the fire.” 

Prior to the explosion, landing 
maneuvers had been the normal 
ones. He said the last time the 
inflammable gas was valved from 
the stern cells (where the ‘fire 
fire apeared) was 15 minuttes be- 
fore the explosion. Gas was valved 
forward the last time six minutes 
before the explosion, he said. 


Another Theory Discounted. 

Pressed to give his ideas on pos- 
sible reasons for the accident, Wit- 
temann said there could be “a hun- 
dred reasons.” 

Reluctantly he then suggested 
that a short circuit or careless 
handling of incendiary material 
were possible causes, but “both of 
these presuppose an explosive mix- 
ture of hydrogen in the vicinity.” 

Later he commented: “I would 
feel relieved if I could give reasons 
for the accident, but the whole af- 
fair is a complete mystery to me.” 

Asked about fire precautions 
aboard the Hindenburg, he said: 
“The possibility of fire is always in 
our minds but never has anything 
like that happened.” 

“Was the tail-heaviness of the 
ship possibly caused by a hydrogen 
leak?” Dennis Mulligan, a board 
member, asked. 

“No,” he replied with a firm 
shake of the head. 

Testimony tending to disprove a 
theory that sparks from a rear mo- 
tor ignited gas escaping from the 
Hindenburg was given yesterday 
by Heinrich Bauer, watch officer, 
in charge of valving gas. 

Previous witnesses placed the 
first fire in cell No. 4, near the

GREAT CHUNK OF MOUNTAIN 
SLIPPING TOWARD RIVER 


Part Big as City Block Moving 
Near Livingston, Mont.; Flood 
Feared as Result. 
LIVINGSTON, Mont., May 20.— 
Part of a mountain half a mile 
south of here began slipping today 
and observers fear farm land may 
be flooded if the slowly moving 
earth continues its slide into the 

Yellowstone River. 

Residents on the outskirts of Liv- 
ingston first noted the movement 
about 9 a. m., when earth about 
the size of a city block started 
slipping toward the river. 

The earth movement, they said, 
was accompanied by a deep rumble. 

L. E. Flint, editor of the Living- 
ston Enterprise, said an hour and a 
half after the first movement was 
noted a chasm about 700 feet wide 
had been opened. Cottonwood trees 
were sent riverwards by the slide. 

Flint said there was danger the 
Yellowstone River, 300 feet below 
the hill, might back up and over- 
flow into adjacent territory, includ- 
ing the town’s golf course, if the 
slide continued. 


WOMAN KILLED, 11 INJURED 
ON TOUR IN POLICE CAR 


Vehicle Carrying G. A. R. Conven- 
tion Delegates Overturns at 
Decatur, Ill. 

DECATUR, Ill., May 20. — Mrs. 
Lyla Meredeth of Aurora, was fa- 
tally injured shortly after midnight 
when a police patrol wagon in 
which she and 13 other women were 
riding “just for fun” overturned. 
Eleven women were hurt. Police 
Sergt. Forrest Pollard, the driver, 
also was injured. 

The women were delegates to 
meetings of auxiliary organizations 
at the annual encampment of the 
Illinois Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic. 

Police said the accident occurred 
when the driver swerved to avoid 
crashing into a string of parked 
cars. The women had called at 
headquarters and asked to be taken 
on a tour of the city in the patrol 
wagon. 


FLEET LEAVES PEARL HARBOR 
TO MEET ‘ENEMY’ AT SEA 


Moves Out Cautiously Against 
Imaginary Submarine Blockade 


and Enemy Battleships.

SYLVANIA, off Hawaii, May 20.— 
The United States fleet moved out 
of Pearl Harbor, great mid-Pacific 
naval base, today in mimic warfare.

The sea dogs steamed cautiously 
against imaginary submarines and 
a powerful enemy fleet lurking off 
the Hawaiian Islands.

Destroyers dart- 
ed about as the advance guard and 
anti-submarine patrol.

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SOPWITH YACHT 
LOSES CONVOY IN. 
STORM AT SEA 


Endeavour I Parted Tow- 
line 1000 Miles Off New- 
port, Escort Reports on 
Arrival.

NEWPORT, R. L, May 20.—En- 
deavour I, possible British con- 
tender for the America’s Cup, part- 
ed a tow line in a storm last Fri- 
day when about 1000 miles off 


Newport, lost contact with its con- 
voy, the yacht Viva, and is pro- 
ceeding under its own sail for the 
scene of the approaching interna- 
tional sailing classic. This was 
learned today when the Viva ar- 
rived alone. 

Capt. Wallace Grint of the Viva 
allayed much of the apprehension 
over the safety of Endeavour I and 
its crew of 19 by saying the big 
sloop reported “all well” and that 
it was proceeding on a southwes- 
terly course at six knots.

When last sighted, Capt. Grint 
said, Endeavour I was making good 
weather of the storm under a sin- 
gle headsail and trisail. 

Some members of Viva’s crew 
said they thought it possible En- 
deavour I’s tow line was deliberate- 
ly cut to permit easier passage 
through seas which they described 
as unusually high.

CONVICTED AND PUT

News Announced in Khab- 
arovsk Paper — Moscow 
Fights Oppositionists 
With Daily Arrests and 
Expulsions.

MOSCOW, May 20.—The execu- 
tion of 43 men and one woman cone 
victed of espionage and sabotage 
plots “under the orders of the Jap~- 
anese secret service,” was reported 
today in the newspaper, Pacific 
Star, at Khabarovsk, on the Man- 
choukuoan-Siberian border, 450 
miles north of Vladivostok. 

The spies were lined up before 
firing squads at Svobodny on May 
9, the newspaper said. The shoot- 
ings took place shortly after the 
conclusion of the trial of the 44 be- 
fore a military collegium of the 
Supreme Court. All of those exe- 
cuted were Russians. The woman 
was Da Panova Shargoroskaya. 

The executions were the first of 
their kind carried out since last 
March when Joseph Stalin, secre- 
tary-general of the Gommunist par- 
ty, ‘called for greater vigilance to 
wipe out spying and sabotage, and 
declared “The enemy must be ex- 
terminated ‘ mercilessly.” 

Announced in Communique. 

The communique in the Pacific 
Star said: 

“A military collegium of the 
Supreme Court of the U. 8. S. R. 
has examined the case of a group 
of Trotskyist espionage diver- 
sionists which acted under the 
leadership and according to the 
orders of the Japanese Secret 
Service in organizing railroad 
wrecks in the Far East.” 

The communique added that 
the 43 men and one woman had 
been condemned to death and 
“the sentence has been carried 
out.” 

Thousands of other oppositionists 
are known to be under arrest. 

The Far Eastern executions came 
on the heels of repeated daily warn- 
ings to citizens in the entire Soviet 
press against espionage tactics of 
Japan and Germany. 

The Government also has expelled 
numerous foreigners from the Sov- 
iet Far East on suspicion of es 
pionage or sabotage. 

Previous Mass Executions. 

The Government executed about 
130 persons three years ago after 
the assassination of Sergei M. 
Kirov, chief aid to Stalin, at Lenin- 
grad on Jan. 12, 1934. 

Thirteen persons convicted of 
plotting against the Soviet Govern- 
ment were executed Feb. 1 after 
treason trials the previous month 
in Moscow. In those trials the 
name of “Mr. H.” figured prominent- 
ly in testimony as a plotter against 
the Soviet Union. “Mr. H.” later 
was identified as a Japanese Em- 
bassy attache, S. Hiroshima, recent- 
ly transferred to Warsaw. The So- 
viet Government requested his 
withdrawal from Moscow. The So- 
of 13 defendants said he had sug- 
gested plans to wreck the Soviet 
railway system. 

Sixteen persons were shot last 
Aug. 25 on conviction of plotting 
against the Government. They con- 
fessed a plot to kill Stalin and to 
restore to power the exiled Leon 
Trotsky, now in Mexico. 

Daily Arrests or Expulsions. 
The drive to stamp out espionage 

and sabotage has resulted in daily 
arrests of persons suspected of be- 
ing spies or the expulsion of suspi- 
cious foreigners who might be or 
become intelligence service agents. 

The campaign is primarily aimed 
against Germany and Japan whose 
agents, the Russian press charges, 
swarm over Russia. 

Numerous recent newspaper ar- 
ticles have warned the people not 
to discuss industrial information 
even in the presence of their 
friends or wives; to avoid contact 
with foreigners seeking to gain 
their confidence; to be especially 
vigilant with important papers, 
seals, stamps and other office para- 
phernalia, and to avoid all manne? 
of “cunning traps” which might be 
laid for them by foreign agents.

Strohm Does Not Testify— 
Final Arguments Begun 
in Seventh of Series of 


Cases.

KANSAS CITY, Mg., May 20. — 
Final arguments began this after- 
noon in the seventh vote fraud trial 
in United States District Court here, 
after the defense called three of 
the four defendants to the stand to 
testify that the fourth, Robert 
Strohm, Pendergast precinct cap- 
tain, dominated the polls in the 
Seventh Precinct of the Twelfth 
Ward at the last election. 

The first argument for the Gov- 
ernment was delivered by Randall 
Wilyson, first assistant United 
States District Attorney, who re- 
viewed the evidence which has been 
detailed in the Post-Dispatch as it 
has been presented since the be- 
ginning of this trial last Monday. 


Defendant Testifies. 

The first detcnse witness today 
was Mrs. Irene Ervin, a Repub- 
lican clerk, and one of the de- 
fendants. The other defendants 
are Gene Riley, Democratic judge, 
and Thomas Audley, Democrat- 
ic inside challenger. Mrs. Er- 
vin, the @S3l-year-old wife of a 
truck driver, who said she had but 
@ seventh grade education, testified 
in effect that she was ignorant of 
her duties and that Strohm “ran 
the polls.” 

She denied being asked to do 
anything wrong and said she did 
not know it was wrong to possess 
signed vote certificates in advance. 
Mrs. Ervin said she shrank against 
the wall when four men “muscled 
in” the polls and gave the general 
impression she was afraid and con- 
fused “among strangers.” : 

Although she was ill that day, she 
testified, she served “to earn six 
dollars.” Although a Republican 
clerk, she said, she voted for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt because she “thought 
it was best” to do so. 

On cross-examination, Mrs. Ervin 
~ {nsisted she signed a _  five-page 
statement taken by a Federal agent 
“without reading it,” although she 
signed and initialed each page. 

Nervous on Cross-Examination. 

The Republican clerk appeared 
nervous on cross-examination. She

HE successor of Francisco Largo Caballero, is 48 years old, a 
moderate Socialist, a former professor of medicine in the Uni- 
versity of Madrid and a former Minister of the Treasury. 


Strohm to go home and lie down.

Raskob, former chairman 
Democratic National Committee, 
defended today the legality of the 
cross-sales of stocks he made with 
Pierre S. du Pont after the 1929 
stock market collapse, by which the 
two established losses of more than 
$7,000,000 which they deducted in 
their 1929 tax returns. 

Raskob declared that at no time 
was there any agreement or un- 
derstanding between him and Du 
Pont, his associate for many years, 
to repurchase the securities they 
sold back and forth on Nov. 13 and 
Dec. 26, after the October crash. 

The Government’s: cases against 
Du Pont and Raskob—in which the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue, con- 
tending the cross-sales were ficti- 
tious and were accompanied by 
such a_ repurchasing agreement 
within 30 days time, contrary to 
the revenue law of 1928—are being 
heard separately and Raskob was 
called as a witness in the Du Pont 
case. He was examined by his own 
counsel, Col. Joseph M. Hartfield. 

Conversation with du Pont. 

Raskob told of a conversation 
with du Pont Nov. 12, 1929, in New 
York. 

“We were walking down Fifth 
avenue and Mr. du Pont told me 
he had established large profits in 


the sale of securities,” he said. “He | 
also had losses in other blocks of | 


stocks and he wanted to sell these 
stocks to establish losses. But he 
didn’t want to sell them in the 
open market. He asked me if I 
was in a similar position. I told him 
I would let him know in the morn- 
ing.” 

“Why didn’t he want to sell in 
the open market?” Hartfield asked. 
“He didn’t want to be in a position 
of depressing the market further.” 

Raskob said he saw du Pont the 
next morning in the office after 
preparing “a list of stocks which 
I wanted to sell to establish losses.” 

“What do you mean by establish- 
ing losses?” he was asked. “I mean 
that I had blocks of sécurities in 
which I had a loss in comparison 
with values before the crash. I 
could not deduct these losses until 
I sold the stocks to establish the 
loss.”’ 

First of the Cross-Sales. 

Raskob then described the comple- 
tion that day, Nov. 13, of the first 
of the two cross-sales of securities. 
He gave du Pont a check for $4,- 
582,750 for the stocks he purchased, 
and received a check for 000 
for the stocks he sold to dW Pont.

An agreement granting a wage 
increase, fixing working hours, and 
recognizing the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel & Tin Work- 
ers, affiliated with the C I O, as 
sole bargaining agent, was signed 
last night by officers of the Ameri- 
can Car & Foundry Co., 2800 De 
Kalb street, and representatives of 
the union. The company has 1500 
employes. 

The increase is from 10 to 12% 
cents an hour, according to John 
Doherty, C I O organizer, and a 50- 
cent minimum, except for beginning 
apprentices, also is provided.

Delinquent water bills due the 
City of St. Louis total $212,953.68, 
City Collector William F. Baumann 
announced today. 

A total of 12,331 flat rates bills 
for $100,243.50, and 1270 meter rate 
bills for $112,719.18 are past due. 
Some of them are years in arrears. 
There are 237,000 flat rate users, 
that is average householders who 
are charged according to rooms 
and faucets, and 29,000 business 
houses, factories, apartments and 
hotels which are meter users. The 
rate of delinquency is 5 per cent 
for the flat rate users and 4 per 
cent for the meter users. 

No penalty is attached to de- 
linquency, as in the case of real 
or personal property taxes, but 
prior to the depression the policy 
was to shut off the water of those 
who failed to pay the bills, as pro- 
vided by ordinance. 

In 1931, the city became lenient 
because of distressed conditions. 
Many places with large water bills, 
particularly some hotels and 
laundries, pleaded that they would 


_be forced out of business unless 
jextension on the bills were given 


to them, and most householders on 
relief paid no water fees. 

Director of Public Utilities Ed- 
ward E. Wall has announced that 
delinquents must at least pay their 
current water bills, and substan- 
tial amounts on the old bills, or 
their water will be shut off. In 
the past bills sent to delinquents 
at six-month intervals have been 
canceled and new bills for in- 
creased amounts submitted. 

Among the delinquent bills is one 
for $172 for water used since March, 
1934, by the Twenty-third Ward 
Democratic Club, 4400 Delmar boul- 
evard. Charles M. (Turtles) Rear- 
don, chairman of the club, is a 
deputy in the City Collector’s office. 
A checkup was made after disclos- 
ure that Alderman Harry L. Israel, 
and his three downtown hotels, 
owed the city $3058 for water.

BUDGET FOR NEXT 
YEAR APPROVED 


Committee to Report It To- 
morrow to Aldermen 
Who Are Expected to 
Pass It At Once. 


The city budget bill, appropriat- 
ing $32,271,850 for 1937-38, of which 
$20,365,379 is for municipal revenue 
purposes, was approved today by 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen. It will be 
reported to the board tomorrow, 
when it is expected that the rules 
will be suspended and the bill 


passed. 

The bill, which was approved 
without change as recommended by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, appropriates a_ total 
which, by the estimate of Budget 
Director Arthur C. Meyers, is $100,- 
000 more than the estimated avail- 
able revenue for 1937-38. The city 
ended the year 1936-37 with a rec- 
ord deficit of $2,017,000 in municipal 
revenue. Furthermore, the measure 
makes no provision for unemploy- 
ment relief, which caused $480,000 
of the existing deficit. 

For these reasons, the city ad- 
ministration has set a goal of $3,- 
000,000 additional revenue, to be 
raised by new tax legislation. Bills 
for a gallonage tax on beer, a base- 
ball tax and other levieg are in the 
hands of a special aldermanic com- 
mittee, which is to meet tomorrow. 

Alderman Walter H. Toberman, 
chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, said today he thought 
the new tax measures would be 
passed in time to permit the Al- 
dermen to adjourn June 15 for the 
summer. He and Alderman Em- 
met Golden, floor leader, said the 
new taxes might not raise the en- 
tire $3,000,000 desired, but would 
reduce the existing deficit and take 
care of relief, 

Revenue’from the new tax meas- 
ures, if all should be enacted, is 
estimated at $1,089,000 up to the 
end of the fiscal year. 

The total of this year’s budget is 
$2,752,288 larger than that of last 
year's. This is due almost entire- 
ly to increased requirements of 
bond interest and sinking fund. 
Municipal revenue appropriations 
are only $56,700 more than those

He suggested that the 
Rev. C. H. Grimes of the English 
church in Vienna might* agree to 
perform the ceremony. 


(Anglican church officials at one 
time questioned the Rev. Mr. 
Grimes on why he permitted the 
Duke to read a Christmas Scrip- 
ture lesson from the lectern of his 
church last December. The Church 
of England was one of the chief 
opponents of Edward’s desire to 
marry Mrs. Simpson.) 

Both Want Church Service. 

Both the Duke and Mrs. Simp- 
son were said to desire the reli- 
gious service besides the civil cere- 
mony. 

Rogers said the religious wed- 
ding, if it could be arranged, would 
be performed immediately after the 
civil rites in the music room of the 
chateau. 

Rogers insisted “nothing has been 
fixed yet.” He indicated that the 
arrangements might be completed. 

Rogers said he would be the wit- 
ness at the civil service for Mrs.

ENGLISH DEPOSITIONS 
IN ASTOR ESTATE SUM 


Evidence to Show Viscount Set 
Up U. S. Trust Fund to Avoid 
Confiscation in England. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 20.—Viscount 
William Waldorf Astor put $46,- 
000,000 of his fortune in trust in 
the United States because he was 
“afraid his income and capital 
would be confiscazted by the Brit- 
ish Government,” it was testified 
yesterday. 

Over the objections of the United 
States attorney, evidence to that 
effect was read into the recore yes- 
terday at the retrial of the suit of 
the Astor heirs to recover $20,000,- 
000 in estate taxes and interest on 
the trust fund. 

“Lord Astor said hc strongly dis- 
approved of Socialism,” said Lady 
Priscilla Cecilia Annesley, an old 
friend, in a deposition taken in 
London in 1929, “and that nobody 
would ever get a penny of his 
money to spend on Socialism.” 

During the war, added Sir John 
Coode-Adams, London office man- 
ager for Lord Astor, in another 
deposition, the Viscount feared 
there would be “an expropriation 
of his property through a capital 
levy On property.” 

The Government, defending its 
collection of taxes on the Astor 
estate, contends that Lord Astor 
created a trust fund in 1919 in con- 
templation of death, as that term 
is defined by law. 

The present Lord Astor, who said 
he knew nothing of the creation of 
trust_fund, declared he had re- 
ceived\no word his father was ill 
in the fall of 1919 and was “very 
much surprised” to hear of his 
death. 

Maj. John Jacob Astor, another 
son of the Viscount, told substan- 
tially the same story. Their sister, 
Mrs. Pauline Spender Clay, also 
said she was unaware of her fa- 
ther’s fatal illness. Lord Astor died 
of a ruptured blood vessel in hig 
stomach.

Lehman vetoed yesterday as “too 
broad and too susceptible of abuse 
in administration” a proposal to 
empower the New York City 
License Commissioner to revoke 
without trial the permit of any the 
ater presenting immoral shows. 

Sponsored by Democratic Senate 
Leader John J. Dunnigan of New 
York City, the measure obtained 
legislative approval in the waning 
days of the 1937 session and im- 
mediately aroused opposition of the- 
atrical guilds and organizations. 

Leading performers of nearly all 
Broadway, shows read to audiences 
a statement dealing with what they 
termed the “dictatorship” inherent 
in the bill, and requested their 
listeners to sign and send to the 
Governor slips urging a veto. The 
movement was led by Helen Hayes 
and Eugene O'Neill. : 

Lehman, in disapproving the 
measure, said: 

“While fully appreciative of the 
high purpose of those supporting 
this bill, and while warmly joining 
in the desire to maintain the the- 
ater on a proper moral plane, it 
nevertheless seems to me that the 
specific provisions of this bill are 
too broad and too susceptible of 
abuse in administration.” 

Proponents of the measure said 
it gave the New York City ad- 
ministration broader powers to 
clamp down on “strip tease” 
burlesque, while opponents argued 
it would make the License Commis- 
sioner a “lone censor.”

MANUFACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION 
INDORSES CHILD LABOR BILL 


Expresses Support in Letter to 
Senator Wheeler, Whose Com- 
mittee Is Considering Measure. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers indorsed today legislation 
which would require goods pro- 
duced by child labor to conform 
to laws of states into which they 
were shipped. The indorsement 
was conveyed in a letter from Wil- 
liam B. Warner, president of 
the association, to Chairman 
Wheeler of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committec, which is 
considering the bill. The measure 
also would require labeling of all 
such goods shipped interstate 
commerce, 

Warner's letter was read at a 


hearing where two other witnesses 
expressed the opinion new child 
labor legislation might be upheld 
by the Supreme Court in view of 
the Court’s recent decisions 
the Wagner Act and minimum 
wage cases. A 1916 child labor 
law was held unconstitutional by 
a five-four decision. 

Warner suggested an amendment 
to require that child labor goods 
in interstate commerce also be re- 
quired to conform to laws of the 
states in which they were pro- 
duced.

FLOOD PLAN CALLS 
FOR 100 RESERVOIRS 


House Committee Seeks Con- 
ference With President to 
Obtain Action This Session. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 20. — The 

House flood control committee is 

seeking an agreement with Presi- 


dent Roosevelt that will assure leg- 
islation this session on an $800,- 
000,000 program. 

The major feature of the pro- 
posal, informed persons indicated, 
is the recommendation of Major- 
General Edward M. Markham, 
Chief of Army Engineers, that 100 
flood prevention reservoirs be con- 
structed on the Mississippi River 
and tributaries. The total expendi- 
ture would be spread over a num- 
ber of years, the annual amount 
being $60,000,000 to $70,000,000. 

Representative Whittington of 
Mississippi, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said that although Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had submitted the 
flood control report to the com- 
mittee he had requested it be held 
up until January. 

After a visit to the White House 
today, Whittington, said the Presi- 
dent had indorsed a $25,000,000 flood 
program for the lower Ohio River 
Valley, $11,000,000 of it for the next 
fiscal year. 

Whittington spoke in the House 
yesterday in‘ opposition to delay in 
legislation. He said the subject had 
been studied for 20 years and no 
further study was needed. Repre- 
sentative Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, 
replied that it would be “sheerest 
waste” to build flood control dams 
without providing for power proj- 
ects to bear the cost. 

Whittington declined to make 
public the engineer’s report or the 
President’s letter pending a deci- 
sion on the legislation. 

Other authorities indicated that 
Gen. Markham proposed a system 
of reservoirs On the Ohio, Missis- 
sippi, Red, Arkansas, Missouri and 
White rivers and their tributaries, 
and the building of flood walls and 
levees to protect 100 towns and 
cities. 

Markham’s report embraces a 
flood contro] plan for the alluvial 
plain of the Mississippi ‘five miles 
wide and 600 miles long). 

Reservoirs proposed include: 

Missouri River basin—Reservoirs 
at Osceola, South Grande and 
Pomme de Terre on the Osage Riv- 
er; Chillicothe on the Grand River, 
and Arlington and Richland on 
the Gasconade, all in Missouri. 

Middle Mississippi basin—Mera- 
mec and Big River in Meramec 
River basin of Missouri, and Car- 
lyle on the Kaskaskia and Mur- 
physboro on the Big Muddy in Illi- 
nois. 

A large reservair planned on the 
Mississippi at Commerce, Mo., 
would aid navigation and provide 
power as well as flood control.

|, C. C. TURNS DOWN INCREASE 
IN TOBACCO FREIGHT RATES 


Suspends Schedules Until Dec. 20 
and Announces Holding of 
Public Hearings. 
WASHINGTON, May 20. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
refused yesterday to permit rail 
roads to put into effect higher 
freight charges for the transporta- 
tion of tobacco throughout the 
United States. The new rates were 

to have gone into effect today. 

By its action, the commission 
suspended until next Dec. 20 sched- 
ules which the carriers had pub- 
lished. It said that in the mean- 
time it would hold public hearings 
to determine the legality of the 
rates, regulations and practices 
stated in the published schedules. 
The schedules contained an in- 
crease of 10 per cent (or a maxi- 
mum of 4 cents a hundred pounds) 
on unmanufactured leaf tobacco, 
while on manufactured tobacco the 
increase would have been 10 per 
cent.

John Kelly, son of Walter A, 
Kelly, blind lawyer, and Demo- 
cratic City Committeeman of the

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FEDERAL AGENTS 
ORDERED INTO 
HARLAN COUNTY 


Inquiry Into Charges That 
Coal Operators Used Ter- 
rorism Against Union 
Organization Drive. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 20. — The 
Justice Department ordered its in- 
vestigators into Harlan County, 
Kentucky, last night to investigate 
charges that coal operators there 
had violated the National Labor Re- 
lations Act by conspiring to throttle 
union organization through “vio- 
lence and terrorism.” 

The Senate Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee has conducted prolonged in- 
quiry into shootings, dynamitings, 
and maimings of union members in 
the Harlan mining area. 

Attorney-General Cummings said 
he based his investigation on com- 
plaints from:the committee and 


from John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers and chair- 
man of the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization. 

“If the investigation discloses of- 
fenses under Federal jurisdiction, 
vigorous and prompt prosecution 
will follow,” he said. 

Justice Department officials said 
Gov. Chandler of Kentucky had 
urged an immediate inquiry by Fed- 
eral agents. 

Might Use Civil Rights Clause. 

They indicated prosecutions might 
be based on a \little-used “civil 
rights” section of the criminal code, 
under which persons depriving any 
citizen of his rights under Federal 
law may be punished by a year’s 
imprisonment and $1000 fine. 

Secretary Robert Wohlforth of 
the Senate Committee said he would 
make all of his records available to 
the department’s agents and lend 
them some of his experienced Har- 
lan County investigators if neces- 


| sary. 


He said the committee’s inquiry 
had produced ample evidence that 
union members had been killed, 
their meetings broken up, and their 
homes shot at by Deputy Sheriffs 
on the payroll of coal companies. 
Witnesses before the committee said 
that a union organizer, Lloyd 
Clouse, was shot to death only last 
month by Deputy Sheriffs. 

Company Deputy System. 

Gov. Chandler already has forced 
abolition of the system under which 
the coal companies hired their own 
deputy sheriffs, and has supplied 
highway patrolmen to enforce peace 
during a current organizing cam- 
paign. 

Employes of the Senate Commit- 
tee said privately that Internal Rev- 
enue agents are studying the rec- 
ords of some Harlan County public 
officials to see whether they have 
complied with the Federal income 
tax law. 

During the Senate hearings Sher- 
iff Theodore Middleton acknowl- 
edged that he had invested more 
than $100,000 since 1934, although 
his salary was never more than 
$5000 a year. He refused to dis- 
close further details of his personal 
finances, on grounds that “it might 
involve me in an income tax suit.”

Two creditors of the William J.

MISSOURI LABOR BACKS 
RUUSEVELT COURT PLAN 


Federation Adopts Report of 
Reuben T. Wood at State 
Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 20. — 
State Federation of Labor conven- 
tion ratified yesterday the report of 
President Reuben T. Wood of the 
State Federation, urging unified la- 
bor support of President Roosevelt’s 


court reform plan and asking Mis- 
souri members of Congress to vote 
for the Wagner Federal housing 
bill, and expansion of the Walsh- 
Healy Act to sub-contractors, bar- 
ring child or convict labor in con- 
struction or supply contracts with 
the Federal Government. 

Resolutions adopted advocated a 
State use bill for convict-made prod- 
ucts, and ratification of the child- 
labor amendment. 


Delegates heard J. W. Williams, 
president of the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Department of the 
American Federation of Labor de- 
scribe the CIO dispute as “a 
little storm that is passing.” 

“It doesn’t mean anything other 
than good for the American Federa- 
tion of Labor,” Williams told that 
State labor convention. 

“We have 400,000 members more 
than we had when the 10 organiza- 
tions in the C I O were suspended. 
We still have 108 affiliated interna- 
tionals.” ° 

He said the A. F. of L., with 
“more than 4,000,000” members in 
affiliated organizations today, will 
have not lessthan “6,000,000 mem- 
bers” inside two years. 

Williams, in an interview before 
his speech, said the President’s 
court reform plan is “doomed.” 

“Compromise has been suggest- 
ed,” he said, “but friends of the 
plan won’t budge, and its opponents 
won’t give an inch. For that rea- 
son, it’s doomed.” 

Charging that the Missouri Gen- 
eral Assembly has rejected or held 
in committee until too late for 
passage numerous labor-sponsored 
bills, Clif Langsdale, past president 
of the Kansas City Bar Association, 
said the State Federation’s Legisla- 
tive Committee gets nowhere—the 
Associated Industries get every- 
thing. 

“The Democratic party is the only 
one that holds out any hope for the 
laboring people,” he said, “but we 
ought to democratize the Demo- 
cratic party o. the State of Mis- 
souri. 

Wood was re-elected president of 
the Missouri Federation by unani- 
mous vote. He enters his twenty- 
sixth year in that office. Other of- 
ficers elected were: 

Secretary and treasurer, Frank 
Murphy of Kansas City, who was 
re-elected; Legislative Committee, 
Arthur Rogers of St. Louis and 
Jack Yost of St. Joseph; vice-presi- 
dents, Guy E. Tipton and William 
B. Ingel Jr. of St, Louis, Leonard 
Williams and O. C. McCoy of Kan- 
sas City, Richard Johnson of St 
Joseph, C. W. Verink of Springfield, 
Emmett Sullivan of Sedalia, Mrs. 
Della D. Wright of Hannibal, James 
Frazier of Jefferson City, P. L. Pat- 
ton of Moberly and Robert L 
Brought of Joplin.

C a smaller annual stipend than Dizzy Dean, the great advertiser, 

demonstrated again that he is the leading pitcher of the Na- 
tional League—both leagues in fact. 


He now has won 22 consecutive 
victories, counting the 16 with 
which he concluded the 1936 cam- 
paign. That tops Rube Mar- 
quard’s high mark of 19 straight, 
although the Rube made his rec- 
ord in one season. 

Pitching merit won for Hub- 
bell over Dizzy, yesterday, al- 
though Dean himself was in rare 
form and, with perhaps inferior 
support to back him up, per- 
formed masterfully, except when 
upset by arguments and fight- 
ing. 

The pair undoubtedly stand at 
the head of the National League. 
That the game was esteemed a 
test of merit between them the 
turnout of 26,000 made plain. 

Both men were bearing down, 
and it is inescapable that the 
better pitcher won. The statis- 
tics of the game prove that.

A tabulation of the figures, as 
kept by the scoreboard operator, 
William Rogers, showed that 
Hubbell pitched only 93 times, 
while Dean required 112 pitches 
to complete his game.

great southpaws of all time. 
Lefty Grove has risen to greater 
seasonal heights, but we will have 
to wait for the conclusion of Hub- 
bell’s career to decide whether he 
belongs above or below Grove as 
a ranking southpaw pitcher of 
all time. 

Rube Waddell, the eccentric 
marvel of three decades ago, 
might have had the honor all to 
himself had he had the tempera- 
ment of a Hubbell. Although he 
probably had more stuff than 
either Grove or Hubbell, Rube 
lacked the balance to make him 
consistently valuable to his club. 

Hubbell refutes all previous the- 
ories that southpaws are neces- 
sarily either wild or eccentric.

Umpires and the Balk. 


HE “battle of the balk” which 

stasted Dean on the road to 
defeat, has been impending for 
some time. A bulletin ordering 
the enforcement of a momentary 
pause in the pitcher’s movement 
before delivering the ball has left 
the situation more or less uncer- 
tain as to just what constitutes a 
“pause.” 

Some umpires have been en- 
forcing the rule rigidly, demand- 
jing a full stop. Others are more 
lenient. Dizzy apparently hasn’t 
been coming to a full stop, in the 
opinion of Umpire Barr, and 


hence his ruling on the ball 
pitched to Bartell. 

In San Antonio, Manager 
Hornsby had his pitchers coached 
as to what constitutes a balk.

Western New York Episcopal Con- 
vention Directs Teaching Serv- 
ice Be Held Yearly.

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World Exhibition in Paris 
To Be Inaugurated Monday 


French President and Cabinet to Open Ex- 
position—United States Pavilion Stands 
Out as Fantastic Vision.

PARIS, May 20.—M. Albert Le- 
brun, President of the French Re- 
public, wearing his_ traditional 
morning jacket and top hat, ac- 
companied by Premier Leon Blum 
and the majority of the Cabinet 
members, will inaugurate the Paris 
Universal Exhibition of Arts, 
Crafts, and Sciences, Monday. 
The following day, the public will 
be permitted to visit the exhibition, 
which, in the opinion of all tech- 
nical and art experts, will be the 
biggest and finest of its kind ever 
held. Its closing has been set for 
Nov. 25. 

Those who will see it will realize 
at once the tremendous’ effort 
achieved by France to put up a 
universal exposition of this scope. 
It has indeed modified the face of 
Paris and given this city some 
new and permanent monuments, 
just as the Eiffel Tower remained 
after the exposition of 1889. This 
time, French statesmen have been 
bold enough to destroy one of the 
most hideous sights of Paris—the 
Trocadero, whose pseudo-Oriental 
towers and round-shaped body 
emerged above the Seine, the ugly 
reminder of last century’s taste at 
its worst. On its place has been 
built for exhibition a fine museum, 
simple in shape, with wide semi- 
circular wings. 


History of Man. 

An esplanade with fountains and 
cascades will descend from the 
new Trocadero to the river. Mod- 
ernized halls and art galleries have 
been substituted for the out-of-date 
old rooms. In one wing is a show 
of comparative sculpture through- 
out the ages, in the other a Mu- 
seum of Man—man from his birth 
on earth to the present time, his 
achievements on all continents and 
at all times. 

Another permanent museum has 
been added this year, thanks to the 
exhibition, to those already exist- 
ing in Paris. It has been called the 
Museum of French Modern Art and 
has been built on the Quai de To- 
kio, not far from the Trocadero. 
All paintings and sculpture from 
the Luxemburg and the Petit Pa- 
lais have been placed there, in one 
of the finest buildings of modern 
time, all white, with a peristyle of 
slender high columns. 

When the 1937 exhibition was 
planned as the first world exhibi- 
tion to take place in France since 
1900—an event of which old Pari- 
sians still speak with emotion—it 
seemed impossible to be held in 
the heart of Paris. Objections 
were made that it would hold up 
traffic. So underground tunnels 
were dug along the embankments 
and bridges for pedetrians built 
parallel to the river above the other 
bridges that cross the Seine. 


Central Part of Paris. 


The show has taken up the cen- 
tral part of Paris. It assumes the 
shape of an anchor, whose one end 
would be at the Concorde and 
whose body would extend along the 
Seine to the Island of Swans. Two 
wide ends branch off to the Troca- 
dero and the Champ de Mars, and 
two smaller ones to the Grand 
Palais and the Invalides. 

The total ground occupies about 
247 acres, and if a visitor wanted 
to walk around the whole show he 


would have to walk four and a half 
miles. Two hundred and forty pa- 
vilions and stands have been built 
on the grounds and the capital 
sunk into the enterprise by France 
is estimated at $45,000,000. 

Blum and his Minister of Fi- 
nances have said that if the exhi- 
bition proved to be a success it 
would definitely get France out 
of the depression. It is believed that 
it will attract an unprecedented 
number of foreign tourists, as_ in 
1900, and that these tourists will 
spend money in France. 

The coming Exhibition of Arts, 
Crafts and Sciences has been rep- 
resented here and abroad as a work 
of peace and of international co- 
operation. Indeed, 42 nations from 
all five continents have contributed 
to it. Democracies and dictatorships 
have worked hand in hand to show 
what they could do, and the two 
European countries which looked at 
one another with suspicion and dis- 
like, Hitler’s Germany and Stalin’s 
U. S.S. R., have built their pa- 
vilions face to face. 

The visit of the exhibition could 
hardly be a quick affair, though 
electrical trolleys and busses along 
the shores of the Seine and motor 
boats on the water will help the 
sightseer. The gate nearest to the 
center of the town will be on the 
Concorde and 30 other gates on the 
right and the left banks of the 
river will lead to the show. 

The United States Pavilion. 
American tourists will have no 
difficulty in finding the United 
States pavilion, which has a tower 
120 feet high, rising on the Seine 
embankment, not far from the Eif- 
fel Tower. It faces the new Troc- 
adero and the Soviet house and is 
immediately at the right of the 
Iena Bridge, on the left bank. 
Even among the many astonish- 
ing and modernistic constructions 
of the exhibition, the United States 
pavilion stands out as a fantastic 
vision, especially at night. Its de- 
signer, Pau] Lester Wiener, and its 
architect, Charles Higgens, have 
apparently tried to synthetize in it, 
for the people of the old continent, 
the impression conveyed by the 
most modern skyscrapers. The body 
of the pavilion is made of two mas- 
sive white cubes that stand right 
on the river embankment, and the 
tower, partly of glass, rises above 
them. At night it will be an Amer- 
ican flag, with 48 stars showing 
against the blue background of the 
facade. Red stripes of light fly from 
the top of the tower. 

Inside the pavilion there will be 
a full display of United States pow- 
er works, in addition to which the 
Government will show the progress 
it has made in slum clearance, re- 
settlement projects, rural electrifi- 
cation, soil conservation and park 
service. The first floor of the build- 
ing will be occupied by tourist and 
information headquarters; the sec- 
ond will hold an art collection, in- 
cluding paintings, sculpture, graph- 
ic arts. The third floor will con- 
tain Federal Government exhib- 
its, while the fourth will be a large 
reading and rest room, filled with 
American periodicals and newspa- 
pers. An extra feature of the ex- 
hibit will be a replica of Washing- 
ton, with emphasis placed on the 
results possible in careful city plan- 
ning. 


POPE TELLS GERMAN PILGRIMS 
HE IS PRAYING FOR THEM 


In Audience Refers to “Unjust Bat- 
tle Directed Against Your 
Religious Conscience.”

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, May 
20.—The Pope has told a group of 
German pilgrims from Muenster 
and Cologne that he was praying 
for them daily in their fight 
“against a hard and unjust battle 
directed against your religious con- 
science.”

Pilgrims from Strasbourg, France, 
also had an audience, and’ were 
told they were “examples” of how 
to defend the faith. 

The Pope ordered arrangements 
today for a world-wide broadcast 
of the speech he will deliver May 
31 at the inauguration of the new 
pontifical academy. 

The occasion will be the pontiff’s 
eightieth birthday. He is expected 
to make an important statement of 
Catholicism’s position in regard to 
science.

JAPAN'S PREMIER 
REPUDIATES IDEA 
UF MAJORITY RULE 


Declares It Is a Western 
Theory That ‘Has No 


Place in This Country’— 
Urges Political Restraint.

TOKIO, May 20.—Renewing his 
attack on the political parties and 
the Diet, Premier Senjuro Hayashi 
declared last night that he intends 
“to act as umpire” and mediate be- 
tween excessive nationalism and 
established liberalism in Japan, in 
order to avert a serious clash. He 
reiterated his thesis that the West- 
ern idea that a parliamentary ma- 
jority exercise power “is inapplica- 
ble to Japan.” 

The Premier declared he was 
oblivious to the growing agitation 
against his Cabinet, which mani- 
fested itself yesterday by a joint 
meeting of the Minseito and Seiyu- 
kai, the two major political par- 
ties, at which it was resolved toc 
establish “a league to overthrow 


‘the Hayashi Cabinet, in co-opera- 


tion with all concerned about the 
future of the country.” 

At the same time opposition de- 
veloped in the House of Peers 
against the Hayashi Cabinet. and 
the Privy Council at a meeting 
yesterday also showed its dissatis- 
faction with Hayashi’s continued 
challenge to the political parties. 

Western Thesis Inapplicable. 

Hayashi declared last night that 
the move of the Minseito and Sei- 
yukai to overthrow the Govern- 
ment was in line with the ideas of 
liberalism that a parliamentary ma- 
jority can do anything, but that 
this Western thesis is inapplica- 
ble to Japan. The political parties, 
he said, should exercise restraint, 
and he felt this was not only his 
opinion but that of the public. 

“In recent years many speak of 
Japanism,” the Premier declared. 
“In my opinion, Japanism was stim- 
ulated by the Chinese-Japanese and 
Russian-Japanese wars, and more 
recently the Manchurian incident 
gave rise to a renewal of this spir- 
it, with the result that a frontal 
clash between Japanism and demo- 
cratic ideas is now threatened.

REPEAL OF CAPITAL GAINS 
AND LOSSES TAX PROPOSED 


Representative Celler Says It 
Would Increase Net Revenue 
and Stimulate Business.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Repre- 
sentative Celler (Dem.), New York, 
asked Congress today to repeal the 
capital gains and losses tax as a 
means of increasing the Govern- 
ment’s net revenue and stimulating 
business.

— The 
German Embassy has made in- 

formal representations to the State 

Department over criticisms voiced 

by Cardinal Mundelein at Chicago, 

against Chancellor Hitler and the 

Nazi Government. 

This was learned today coincident 
with a statement by embassy of- 
ficials that Ambassador Hans H, 
Dieckhoff had not thus far received 
instructions from his government 
to make a formal protest. 

The Cardinal’s anti-Nazi remarks, 
in which he referred to Hitler as 
“an Austrian paperhanger, and a 
poor one at that,” was called to the 
attention of James Clement Dunn, 
chief of the State . Department’s 
Western European division, by Dr. 
Hans Thomsen, counselor of the 
German embassy, yesterday. Dr. 
Thomsen was said to have deplored 
the speech as calculated to put a 
further strain on American-German 
relations. 

Dunn received Thomsen’s obsere 
vations without comment. Repre- 
sentations of such a character call 
for no official reply. : 

News dispatches from Germany 
quoted the Nazi-controlled press as 
announcing “energetic protests” 
had been made at Washington “on 
account of the silly and tactless in- 
sults to the Fuehrer and Reichs- 
chancellor by Chicago Cardinal 
Mundelein.” 


Vatican Not Concerned With Car- 
dinal’s Speech.

VATICAN CITY, May 20.—Vat- 
ican churchmen said last night that 
George Cardinal Mundelein of Chi- 
cago had every right to speak his 
mind in his address in which he re- 
ferred to Adolf Hitler as “an Aus- 
trian paperhanger.”

COST OF THE SPOILS SYSTEM. 


The Government’s payroll today includes more 
persons than at any time since the World War. 

The total is 829,193 employes, as of April 1, and 
without counting the army and navy, Congress, the 
Federal courts, the CCC or the WPA. 

Of these workers, 498,725, or only 60 per cent, are 
under civil service, the lowest percentage in genera- 
tions. (The high mark was 80 per cent, in the Hoo- 
ver administration.) 

Civil service employes have increased 18 per cent 
in number since 1926; non-civil service employes 
have increased 200 per cent. 

These significant figures, issued by the Civil 
Service Commission, show how the spoils system 
has been thriving in recent years, and what slight 
progress, by comparison, has been made by civil 
service. It is a truly dangerous situation when spoils 
politicians dictate the*appointment of 325,534, or 40 
per cent, of the workers needed to run the Gov- 
ernment. 

It is explained, of course, that in the creation 
of the emergency agencies required to fight the de- 
pression, it was essential to fill the posts as rapidly 
as possible, without waiting for examinations. This 
is largely true, under the character of the Govern- 
ment as the Roosevelt administration found it. But 
if a non-political career service had been established 
previously, such blind appointments, with their at- 
tendant confusion and inefficiency, would have been 
unnecessary. The Government would have drawn 
upon a reservoir of trained career administrators, 
men and women of a generally better caliber than 
those now attracted to Government service, and ex- 
aminations for subordinate positions would have fol- 
lowed as a matter of course. 

This matter of Federal efficiency is only one 
aspect of what the spoils system means to the av- 
erage citizen. 

On certain New York beaches, it might have meant 
life or death, for it was discovered that 18 guards, 
appointed for political reasons, were unable to swim 
a stroke! In another city, a water tank weighing 
20 tons collapsed and killed five persons. It devel- 
oped that it had just been inspected by a political ap- 
pointee, a salesman with no construction experience, 
who got the only job open at the time because “he 
had to be taken care of.” When the new Mayor of 
a third city injected spoils politics into the Police 
Department, the resultant lowered police efficiency 
brought an increase of 150 per cent in theft insur- 
ance rates within a few months. 

These instances of what the spoils system costs 
were cited recently by the National Civil Service 
Reform League. Proceeding to cash totals, the or- 
ganization estimates the addition to Federal taxes 
to pay for the waste of spoils appointees is $500,- 
000,000 a year. “That is only the direct cost,” the 
report notes. “Double it and you would probably 
be closer to the real amount.” 

As to other units, the survey presents a similar 
picture. State governments employ 290,000 workers. 
They receive $340,000,000 a year in pay and handle 
millions more—but only 12 states have any sort of 
| merit system. County and municipal governments 
over the country have 900,000 employes. They draw

On Quail Propagation. 

To the .Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM trying to get a small quail hatch- 

ery started at the local C C C camp 
on the plan that the Western Cartridge 
Co. is using. We have organized a club 
of sportsmen of this county who are will- 
ing to go along on the conservation and 
propagation of fish and game and are 
building a new fish hatchery and catch 
basin at the Sugar Creek reservoir, where 
thousands of bass and fine crappie go 
over each spring. On a recent trip out 
there to rescue fish that had gone over 
this dam, we got around 2500 fine bass 
and crappie for the lake here in town. 

I am this week having the C C C boys 
plant feed patches on some 97 plots on 
farms over the county that have signed 
up with them for soil conservation and 
erosion projects. We plan to liberate 
quail on about 20 of these plots this fall 
that have enough growth to supply suit- 
able cover for the birds and, in a few 
more years, all of these plots will be fine 
places for brood stock to propagate and 
have reasonable protection from the 
farmer in charge, as most of these places 
are owned by the farmers on the land. 

This will not add much to the shooting 
here for a few years, but will build up 
the number of coveys in the county and 
will, I think, work to a good end. There 
is an alarming scarcity of brood stock in 
this area this spring and, if not built up 
in some way, we will be facing closed sea- 
sons and scarcity of quail for a long time.

TEN YEARS IN LINDBERGH’S LIFE. 

What a decade this has been for Charles Lindbergh! 
From the heights of triumph to the depths of trag- 
edy it has taken him, while the whole world, rejoic- 
ing and admiring, ther grieving and sympathizing, 
looked on. 

When he took off from New York 10 years ago 
today, Lindbergh was an unknown, a young mail 
pilot called “Slim” by his intimates, but equipped 
with tenacity of purpose and great technical skill. 
When, 33% hours later, he landed the Spirit of St. 
Louis at Le Bourget Field, Paris, he received the 
first plaudits in an ovation that became world-wide 
—an ovation unsurpassed in all history. It was an 
ordeal, but sound sense and genuine modesty car- 
ried him through. 

Lindbergh personified youth, adventure, achieve- 
ment. The remarkable trophy collection on display 
at the Jefferson Memorial here testifies to the sweep- 
ing and spontaneous adulJation that was his. But 
throughout the hero-worship and through the dark 
days to come, he kept his head. His domain was above 
the clouds, but his feet were on the ground. 

His purpose in life was to advance the cause of 
aviation. To him a great share of the credit is due 
for taking it from the realm of stunts and sport to 
the field of substantial commercial enterprise. Alone, 
and later with Anne Lindbergh, he flew the world’s 
airways, charted and uncharted, “North to the Ori- 
ent,” over hidden prehistoric cities, over seas and 
caravan routes, as free and unwavering as the eagle. 

Then came the tragedy that turned all his triumphs 
to dust and bitterness. Lindbergh today lives 
abroad, a fugitive from painful memories and from 
the lawlessness to which his first-born was sac- 
rificed. The renewed acclaim that is his on the 
epochal flight’s anniversary must be tempered with 
sober thought on why America knows him no more, 
why he no longer visits this, his adopted city, why 
a foreign refuge is hie preference.

Chain Store vs. Independent 


Theory that chains are ruining independents, basis of much Federal and state legisla- 
tion, is not justified by facts, says(Bureau of Commerce man; finds individual 
merchants recovered more rapidly from depression and are expanding faster than 
rivals; sees healthy state of competition, and thinks there is room for both types.

EF VER since the chain store became an 


important factor in modern distribu- 

tion, there has been strong opposition 
from competing groups of retailers. Such 
opposition has led in recent years to a rising 
tide of legislation designed to shackle the 
chain-store method of selling. 

The Robinson-Patman Act by the Fed- 
eral Government and 33 trade practice laws 
by as many states indicate the sweep of 
such legislation. It is alleged in defense 
of these laws that the chain system is 
strangling the independent merchant and 
that only by legislation can he be preserved 
as a vital part of our economy. 

Unfortunately, much legislation has been 
passed either without first consulting the 
facts or on the basis of insufficient evidence. 

Is it true that chains are rapidly crowding 
out independent merchants and assuming 
monopoly proportions? Is the chain system 
really a menace to the American way of 
living? Or is it possible that the chains 
provide a healthy element of competition in 
a decadent area of economic endeavor? 

There seems little basis for concluding 
that chains are driving out independents 
when the facts are consulted. 

The typical independent merchant who 
operates but a single store appears to oc- 
cupy a somewhat stronger competitive posi- 
tion today than he did in 1929. Whether this 
is a triumph of rugged individualism over 
the vicissitudes of the depression or not, 
the fact remains that single-store independ- 
ent retailers operated 85 per cent of all 
retail stores in 1935, while in 1929 they had 
but 80 per cent of the retail establishments. 

Little evidence is there in these indis- 
putable facts that chains have been crowd- 
ing the independents out of business. It 
may be urged, however, that these facts 
are not conclusive, since the number of 
stores reveals but a part, although an .im- 
portant part, of the picture. The volume of 
business which they are sharing must also 
be evaluated, 


¥ . . 


On this score, the chains make a better 
showing, for their business expanded from 
28 per cent of all retail sales in 1929 to 
30 per cent in 1935. The independents also 
increased their business, however, from 64 
to 65 per cent over the same period. The 
explanation is that both independent mer- 
chants and chains gained at the expense of 
mail-order houses, direct selling from house 
to house and other lesser methods. 

The chains, it is true, have shown a some- 
what greater rate of growth in sales vol- 
ume and in average sales per store over this 
period, but the significant point is that this 
growth has not been at the expense of the 
independent merchants, who have also in- 
creased both in numbers and sales. 

In the grocery trade, the facts reveal a 
striking recovery for the independents. In 
this important trade, where chains gained 
their first prominence, one-third of all the 
chain-store business of the nation is found. 
It is this. business, indeed, that most people 
have fn mind when speaking of chain stores, 
and it is here that the demagogic defenders 
of ancient American institutions picture the 
chain as a blackened villain, throttling the 
worthy independent. Here again, the cold 


facts reveal the inadequacy of the assump- 
tion that chains are displacing independents, 

The cause of the alarm about chain-store 
progress goes, back to the prosperous days 
of 1929, when the chain grocery stores had 
gained about 38.5 per cent of the retail gro- 
cery business of the country. The depres- 
sion years indicated a much greater relative 
resistance to adversity on the part of the 
chains. 

By 1933, the latter had increased their pro- 
portion of a greatly reduced dollar volume 
to 44 per cent of the total grocery business, 
while the independents had dropped to 55 
per cent. This condition contributed to the 
unrest which culminated in a wave of anti- 
chain-store legislation. In 1933, it is notable 
that chains and independents divided prac- 
tically all the grocery business between 
them, whereas in 1929, some 6 per cent of 
the total had been handled by such outlets 
as mail-order houses and roadside stands, 

. . > 


The independent grocers who survived the 
depression forged ahead in the early stages 
of recovery until by 1935 they had 60 per 
cent of the total business. The grocery 
chains, on the other hand, have little more 
than held their own, with about 38 per cent 
of the business. 

These figures clearly indicate that the in- 
dependents have recaptured a substantial 
part of the retail grocery market, and have 
proved more effective than the chains in 
expanding their share of the trade. There 
is additional evidence in certain current 
statistics for grocery chains and for inde- 
pendents that the latter have continued to 
expand at a more rapid rate since 1935. 

Such facts as these deserve the serious 
consideration of every voter. They indicate 
a healthy state of competition between 
chains and independents which requires no 
legislative curbs to protect either side. On 
the contrary, legislation designed to penalize 
the chains is at this time something akin 
to striking a man when he is falling. 

The fact is that there is room for both 
types of stores in our society, and both 
should be encouraged to perform the service 
for which they are best fitted.

RABBI SAMUEL SALE 
FUNERAL TOMORROW 


Veteran Leader of Temple 
Shaare Emeth Dies in Hos- 
pital at Age of 82. 


The funeral of Dr. Samuel Sale, 
rabbi of Temple Shaare Emeth for 
32 years and its rabbi emeritus 
for 18 years, who died yesterday aft- 
ernoon in Jewish Hospital, will be 
held at 10 a. m. tomorrow at the 
Temple, 6830 Delmar boulevard. 
Burial will be in Mount Sinai Cem- 
etery. 

Dr. Sale, who was 82 years old, 
died of artero-sclerosis, after an 
acute illness of only a few weeks. 
He was known. as the oldest rabbi 
in American Reformed Judaism, 

Almost exactly a half-century ago, 
in May, 1887, Rabbi Sale came here 
from Chicago as rabbi of Temple 
Shaare Emeth (Gates of Truth), 
then housed in a building of Orien- 
tal design at the northeast corner 
of Seventeenth and Pine streets. He 
succeeded Rabbi S. H. Sonneschein, 
and his task was to build up the 
congregation, in which a breach 
had occurred leading to the found- 
ing of Temple Israel. 

Years of Growth. 

After a few years of growth un- 
der Dr. Sale’s leadership, the con- 
gregation was ready to build a 
larger temple, at Lindell boulevard 
and Vandeventer avenue. While 
the new edifice was building, 
through 1896, the congregation held 
its services in Second Baptist 
Church, then at Locust and Beau- 
mont streets, of which the Rev. 
Dr. W. W. Boyd was pastor. This 
hospitality, which attracted much 
attention at the time, was repaid 
by Shaare Emeth years later, when 
Second Baptist congregation, re- 
moving to its present Kingshigh- 
way home, worshiped for several 
months in the Temple on Lindell. 

At the Republican National Con- 
vention, held here in 1896, which 
nominated William McKinley for 
President, Dr. Sale, though a Demo- 
crat, was one of the clergymen se- 
lected to offer prayer. 

The practice of holding Sunday 
morning services was followed by 
Temple Shaare Emeth through a 
large part of Rabbi Sale’s ministry. 
These services, and those conducted 
at Temple Israel by the late Rabbi 
Leon Harrison, attracted many non- 
Jewish hearers. 

Retirement in 1919. 

Dr. Sale retired from the active 
ministry in 1919, but continued his 
advocacy of Zionism, and his study 
of Oriental languages. He went to 
Palestine in 1925 to attend the dedi- 
cation of the Hebrew University on 
Mount Scopus, 

For more than 25 years, he at- 
tended the luncheon meetings of 
the Sandwich Club, discussion 
group of clergymen and educators. 
He was frequently called on as a 
speaker, and he wrote numerous 
treatises and articles for publica- 
tion. 

He was born in Louisville, and 
studied in the University of Louis- 
ville, the University of Berlin and 
a seminary in Berlin, before receiv- 
ing his rabbinical degree there in 
1878. His first rabbinical service in 
the United States was in Baltimore, 
where he was married in 1881 to 
Rachel Goldenberg. He was in 
charge of a Chicago congregation 
from 1883 until he came here in 
1887. 

Mrs. Sale died in 1930. Dr. Sale 
is survived by two sons, Dr. Llewel- 
lyn Sale and Frank Sale; and four 
daughters, Mrs. Ralph Schwarz of 
New Orleans, Mrs. Lister Tuholske, 
Mrs. Edwin S. Block and Mrs. Wil- 
ton Rubinstein. A son, Ashley Sale, 
died while Dr. and Mrs. Sale were 
abroad in 1925. The late Moses N. 
Sale, former Circuit Judge, was a 
younger brother of Rabbi Sale. 

Rabbi Julius Gordon of Temple 
Shaare Emeth will conduct the fu- 
neral service. Rabbi Louis Witt, 
who was Dr. Sale’s immediate suc- 
cessor, now lives in Dayton, O.

OVERHAULING UNDER WAY 
AT MUNICIPAL THEATER 


New Rehearsal Stage for Dancers 
Under Construction; Other 
Improvements. 
Municipal Theater in Forest 
Park is being overhauled and de- 
veloped in preparation for’ the 
opening of the season the evening 

of June 4. 

A new rehearsal stage, protected 
against adverse weather conditions 
and lighted for night work, is un- 
der construction.

TV A TAKES APPEAL 
10 SUPREME COURT 


Asks for Early Ruling on Suit 
of Private Firms to Halt 
Its Work. 


By the Asscciated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 20. — The 
Tennessee Valley Authority asked 
the Supreme Court today for an 
early ruling on its right to conduct 
its activities in the states of Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Alabama, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, North Carolina, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia. It filed 
an appeal from part of a recent 
ruling by the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals, sending back to the EHast- 
ern Tennessee United States Dis- 
trict Court for trial a suit filed by 
19 power companies to stop the pro- 
gram of T V A. 

The Circuit Court also ruled that 
a temporary injunction halting the 
expansion of the T V A, granted by 
the District Court, was against pub- 
lic interest. 

T V A did not appeal] from that 
part of the decision but declared 
that further proceedings in the Dis- 
trict Court were unnecessary for a 
fina] ruling by the Supreme Court. 

“No further proceedings in the 
lower courts can aid this court Mm 
its determination. . A postpone- 
ment of its decision by this court 
until after trial can only result in 
a futile, long and burdensome liti- 
gation,” the petition said. 

The Circuit Court decision was 
delivered May 14 at Covington, Ky. 
The power companies earlier nad 
obtained from United States Dis- 
trict Judge Gore of the Tennessee 
District Court an injunction for- 
bidding T V A to proceed with its 
operations.

“What I mean by constitutional 
politics peculiar to Japan will be 
understood by reading the Imperial 
Constitution. Whereas the con- 
stitutions of European countries 
and the United States were framed 
to free oppressed peoples from ty- 
rannical rulers, the Constitution of 
this country was not forced by the 
people, and a special form of pol- 
itics was devised, peculiar. to Japan. 
The idea that the majority in the 
Diet should rule is Western and 
has no place in this country.” 


The Minseito and Seiyuka?i at

Add Little to Cost. | 

Recent research on canning costs | 
have shown that if fairly large 
quantities of food are canned, spe- | 
cia] equipment such as the pressure 
cooker add very little to the cost of 
per container, over: the period of | 
time during which it is used. 

So the woman who intends to can 
vegetables or meats, but has no 
pressure equipment would do well 
to consider getting it before the | 
canning season is upon her. | 

Home economists consider 18 to | 
30 quart capacity canners the most | 
economical sizes for home use. | 
Those for more than 30 quarts are | 
too heavy for a woman to lift. | 
Smaller ones are intended for meal | 
cooking rather than for canning, 
and hold only a few jars at a time. 
Worse yet, it is almost impossible 
to operate such small ones to pre- 
vent fluctuation in pressure during | 
the processing period. | 

A temperamental zigzag of pres- | 
sure is bad for any product being 
canned, for it results in liquid be- 
ing drawn out of glass jars.

The chief concern of the purchaser 
should be to get a strongly built 
piece of equipment, with the top 
held on tightly enough that there 
can be no leakage of steam.

If you already own a pressure | 
canner it would be a good idea to 
inspect it carefully to see that it 
is in good condition.

The pressure gauge itself ought to | 
be checked against a reliable mas- | 
ter gauge to see that it is register- 
ing accurately, for so long as the “i | . 
gauge works properly the pound- {we wd 
pressure indicates the temperature | 
inside the kettle. 

If no master gauge is available, 
you can test the pressure gauge | 
with a maximum thermometer. It's | 
much less expensive than the mas- | 
ter gauge—costs about $3. To test 
with this thermometer, set it into | 
a botle or some such container to 
protect it and hold it upright. Put | 
the bottle on a rack in the canner, | 
exhaust the air from the canner, | 
and run the pressure up to 10 
pounds. Then bring the pressure 
down to zero and read the ther- | 
mometer, The mercury column of | 
the maximum thermometer will stay | 
at the highest point reached dur- | 
ing the test period. Then run a 
second test at 15 pounds pressure. | 

Rise Together. | 

Temperature and steam pressure 
rise and fall together. When the 
temperature reachs 290 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the gauge should regis- 
ter 15 pounds of pressure. When 
its 240 degrees Fehrenheit pres- 
sure should be 10 pounds. ' These 
figures are for altitudes up to 2000 
feet. For each additional 2000 feet 
another pound of pressure should 
be added for these temperatures. 

If the pressure gage is more than 
three pounds off, the best thing to | 
do is to have a new gage put in, as | 
for example, when the maximum | 
thermometer registers 2500 but the 
pressure gauge shows less than 12 
or more than 18 pounds.

less expert, I would unhesitatly 
choose the former as a bridge part- 
ner. 

Of every 100 average hands 95 
require only intelligent, careful 
treatment. I do not mean by this 
that such treatment necessarily 
will result in success. There may 
be bad breaks which would lead 
to the downfall of any player. 
What I do mean is that in only 
about 5 per cent of hands is super- 
lative play required. This should 
prove that care is a much more 
valuable commodity than  brilli- 
ance. The hand shown below which 
figured largely in a recent team 
of four tournament, is a case in 
point.

The 
ace of hearts was laid down, and 
when the queen dropped declarer 
should have had a splendid pic- 
ture of the defenders’ distribu- 
tions.

He, therefore, could 
have only three cards in the black 
suits. 

Oblivious to this warning, de- 
clarer stated to “investigate” the 
spade suit by laying down the king 
and queen.

“blown the contract.” He could 
neither set up his club suit nor

With dummy discarding a dia- 
mond on the king of clubs and 
East being forced to follow, the 
ten of clubs then should have been 
led and, if West properly ducked, 
dummy’s last diamond would go 
off.

His 
best defense, despite the fact that 
both dummy and declarer were out 
of diamonds, would be another dia- 
mond. This declarer would have 
to ruff in the dummy. Then, re- 
turning to his hand with the spade, 
should ruff another club with the 
heart king.

When Dorothy Arzner first set 
forth to become a director, they 
told her it couldn’t be done. But 
the young girl wouldn’t believe 
them and after seven years of hard 
work in numerous branches of the 
motion picture industry, she proved 
they were wrong when in 1926 she 
got her first directorial assignment. 
She made good in silent pictures 
and then kept right on directing 
talking pictures. 

She received her first contact 
with motion picture people as a 
child. Born in Oakland, Cal., she 
came to Hollywood when a small 
girl. Her father became manager 
of the old Hoffman Cafe, at that 
time the rendezvous of almost every 
screen pioneer on the West Coast. 
At the far end of the cafe, 
screened from the main dining 
room by a velvet drape, was an al- 
cove in which all of the -earlier 
members of the film colony 
gathered. On the backs of the 
chairs were painted such names as 
William S. Hart, Erich von Stro- 
heim, D. W. Griffith, Charles 
Chaplin, Ford Sterling, Chester 
Conklin, Mack.

Too Often Adolescents Leave 
School Before Fullest De- 


velopment. 


By Angelo Patri 


HE people of the United States 
T upper: the public school. They 

pay heavy taxes for them. They 
spend large sums of money to build 
schools, equip them and pay teach- 
ers, all in the hope that this insti- 
tution will serve the children, all 
the children. When I think of the 
hard-working men and women, the 
sacrifices they endure and the high 
hopes they hold for their children, 
I want to do my full share toward 
realizing their ideals. I am deep- 
ly distressed when one child, how- 
ever difficult, has to be sent out 
of the schools unprepared, undevel- 
oped, unsettled. It seems to me 
that the last child should be ac- 
counted for by the schools of the 
country. 

Adolescent children present grave 
problems to the schools. No two 
of them develop alike or to the 
same degree, but we manage to get 
the most of them through high 
schools and headed toward pur- 
poseful lives. But there are al- 
ways some that are sent out unpro- 
vided for, and it is about these out- 
casts that school and society 
should be concerned, and deeply 
concerned. 

There are children who do well 
in school up to a certain grade 
and there they stop. Now it may 
be that they have reached the end 
of their power along the lines the 
school has developed. But it is 
certain that they have not reached 
their fullest all-around develop- 
ment. No provision is made for 
such children in most of the na- 
tion’s schools. The idea seems to 
be that if a child does not fit into 
the scheme as set then he is no 
good, and out he goes. But where 
does he go when he goes out? 

These boys and girls cannot go 
to work because there is none, or 
because the law does not permit. 
They are turned loose to wander 
about the streets and make trou- 
ble at home and abroad for them- 
selves and the rest of us. As long 
as we know that these children 
are helpless, why not try to pro- 
vide a place for their further 
growth, more complete develop- 
ment, more understanding disci- 
pline?

Students Have Plenty to

This kind of instruction, accom- 
panied by demonstrations and illus- 
trations, consumes an hour or two 
of every day for the embryonic 
beauticians.

Beginners practice on wig blocks 
which they call Winnie or Rose 
Marie or Ignatz.

Reverse rolls over smooth 
crowns, gossamer bangs, and the 
page-boy style are the favorites of 
the moment, reflecting in some 


‘ esoteric way: both the pomp and 


pageantry of London’s coronation 
and the scientific wonders of the 
Paris Exposition. 

A study of the prevailing fashions 
in hair-dressing and their adapta- 
tion to emphasize the best points 
in a patron’s profile is a serious 
one with these beauty counsellors 
of tomorrow. They claim that, 
given scissors and a comb, they can 
compensate for almost any unfair 
blows nature may have dealt a cus- 
tomer. If, for example, she has a 
short forehead, the thing to do is 
not draw the hair back from it to 
show up this marring defect. The 
hairline must be covered with short 
bangs or curls, et voila, madame. 
The cure for a disproportionate 
snout is a wave that hugs the 
cheek.

This is not a 
professional department really, for 
the students are not yet licensed, 
and in the higher class schools the 
customers know they are being 
worked on by comparatively inexpe- 
rienced operators, who have, how- 
ever, almost finished the six months’ 
training course.

For experience in  hair-cutting, 
students at one of the schools make 
expeditions to orphanages. Young- 
sters get free trims, in exchange 
for acting as guinea pigs to the 
budding beauticians. Another school 
conducts a free hair-tinting clinic 
once a week for them as dare to 
come. This gives students a chance 
to try their hand at transforming a 
brunette into a red head or vice 
versa. The place is usually mobbed 
with as many as 20 women at once, 
all clambering for the tint that 
tempts.

A shop manager who was guest lec- 
turer at a class I attended explained 
this psychological trick simply 
enough. She said, “if you say to 
your customer, ‘Will you have an 


oil shampoo or a plain shampoo 
today”?’, she is pretty likely to 
answer ‘a plain one,’ because that 
is the last idea put in her mind. 
Whereas if you reverse the ques- 
poo or an oil shampoo?’ chances 
are she'll fall in with the sugges- 
tion even if it costs an extra 50 
cents.”

N two previous articles we have 
| considered the laxative effect of 

fruits, especially fruit juices, and 
of roughage in different food sub- 
stances. These two food elements 
correspond to two classes of ca- 
thartics. One is a chemical irrie 
tant; the other is a mechanical ir- 
ritant. The fruit juices, especially 
those of the citrus fruits and 
grapes, we pointed out, act very 
much as a mild dose of salts would. 
Everybody must have had the expe- 
rience of the laxative effect of moe 
lasses. This, despite the fact that 
it leaves no food residue whatever 
in the large bowel. It acts cheme 
ically to increase peristalsis, 


Drugs which imitate this cheme 
ical stimulation are cascara, aloes, 
senna, phenolphthalein (present in 
candy drugs), licorice and calomel, 


The roughage containing or bulk 
producing cathartics are bran, agar, 
psyllium seed, mineral oil, flaxseed 
and tragacanth. These act by fure- 
nishing a residue which remains in 
the large bowel and produces me- 
chanical irritation. Psyllium seed, 
for instance, swells and produces a 
large glucilaginous, rubbery mass, 
So does tragacanth. A level spoon- 
ful of this in a glass of water left 
overnight, makes a glassful of jelly. 


There is quite a controversy as 
to whether bran should be used in 
constipation or not. There is no 
question that there is a _ large 
group of people who are sensitive 
to bran, and whose intestinal tracts 
are irritated by it. For this reason, 
it has been condemned wholesale, 
In children certain authorities are 


of the opinion that “they are very 


intolerant of high cellulose diets, 
and for some brown bread is far 
too irritating.” For most people, 
however, bran, properly prepared, 
is a valuable method in the treat- 
ment of constipation. 

. « o 


OOKED in its natural admix- 
C ture with the other cdnstituents 

of grain, as in Graham bread 
or-shredded wheat, it is not very 
harsh. If it is used raw by itself 
it is irritating to most people. It 
is effective only when there is ha- 
bitual lack of roughage in the diet, 
and is contraindicated in irritated 
conditions of the stomach and of 
the bowel, such as colitis and mu- 
cous colitis. 

In a group of. cases carefully 
studied, constipated men all were 
relieved by bran in daily amounts 
of about one tablespoon, while only 
one-third were relieved by excess 
fruits and vegetables.
